of 40,000 feet, nearly eight miles, 
above the Naval Air Station at 
Washington vesterday. 

Although two barographs car- 
ried in the plane have not yet 
been calibrated by the Bureau of 
Standards, Lieutenant Soucek is 

believed to have reached a true 
altitude of about 39,000 feet, break- 
ing the world record of 38,418 feet 
held by Lieutenant C. C, Cham- 
pion, also a naval aviator. 

At the peak of his flight Lieu- 
tenant Soucek, flying in air clear 
of clouds or haze, where the 
temperature was 76 degrees below 
zero*Fahrenheit, had the greatest 
panorama of the earth’s surface 
ever viewed by man. He could see 
north past the head of Chesapeake 
Bay and follow the course of the 
Susyuehanna River north; south 
to the mouth of the bay at Hamp 
ton Roads and west to the Blue 
Ridge Mountains.

Cabinet Likely to Disapprove 
Today of Young’s Proposal 
for-Reparations Division. 


GREAT OUTCRY INTHE PRESS 


But Paris Expects Agreement 
on Figures—Schacht Still 
Withholds His Conditions.

LONDON, May 8.—Owen D 
Young's plan for a settlement of 
the reparations problem is to be 
considered by the British Cabinet to- 
morrow and it is expected that 
Winston Churchill, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, will make a statement in 
the House of Commons during the 
day. There appears to be small 
doubt that the government will state 
its position to be that it will not ac- 
cept any reduction in the British 
share of the German payments, for 
that is what the Young proposal 
amounts to. 

There is going up a tremendous 
outcry in the British capital against 
what is called an effort to make the 
most heavily taxed country in the 
world undergo further sacrifices to 
ease Germany's burden and to lessen 
the cost of the settlement to the 
other former allied countries. 
Neither proposition makes any 
popular appeal, and, indeed, the 
contrary is true. It is doubtful if 
Young could have chosen a 
worse moment to make such an ap- 
to the British than during a 
Parliamentary election campaign in 
which such a surprisingly favorable 
reaction has been given to Philip 
Snowden’'s recent criticism of the 
war debt settlements. 


Public Opinion Hostile. 


It can be repeated that the British 
public does not see why it should 
cheapen Germany’s bill in the first 
place, nor does it see why Britain 
should pay the major cost of the 
new reparations deal. Of course, the 
diplomats attach importance to the 
political factors involved in the Paris 
discussion, but the public generally 
looks at it as a pounds and shilling 
proposition. 

Judged from 
London press of all opinions, 
from popular comment, 
seems tonight small chance 
of the British falling in with 
Young plan. 

If the experts are to succeed 
another tack will probably have to 
be tried While the announcement 
in several London papers that the 
Young plan had been abandoned 
might be premature, it may be taken 
for granted that if Britain does not 
accept it, it will have to be aban- 
doned This is true, because if 
Britain accepts it with a reservation 
that the Spa percentages are not to 
be revised, the props fall out from 
under Mr. Young’s scheme.

Treadway Huntington, 20, of this 
| town, a junior at Harvard College, 
was found slain early today. A bul-

WASHINGTON, May 8.—President 
Hoover was defeated in his first con- 
test with the Senate when thirteen 
Republicans, nearly all of them in- 
surgents, deserted the administra- 
tion this afternoon to join thirty-four 
Democrats in voting, 47 to 44, to re- 
tain in the farm relief bill the export 
debenture feature opposed by the 
President as unworkable and un- 
economic. 

Only one vote was taken. Adminis- 
tration leaders conceded defeat in 
advance and admitted that all their 
endeavors to increase their strength 
were futile. Try as they might, they 
could not overcome the narrow mar- 
gin of three. votes which over- 
rode the administration's wishes. 

Democratic leaders had made -the 
debenture scheme a party measure 
and forced some Senators who pri- 
vately shared Mr. Hoover's views to 
support the plan. But it was the 
Republican insurgents who swung 
the balance of power against Mr. 
Hoover's leadership, just as they did 
during the Coolidge régime. Many 
of the insurgents had supported Mr. 
Hoover in the election campaign, but 
they deserted him today. Even Sena- 
tor Borah, who induced Mr. Hoover 
to cali a special session for farm re- 
lief legislation, voted for the pro- 
| posal so forcefully condemned by the 
President. 

To Seek Conference Rejection. 


Future efforts of administration 
leaders will be concentrated on elim- 
inating the debenture plan when the 
farm relief bill goes into conference 
with the House, which is sure to re- 
ject the amendment. Everything pos- 
sible will be done to prevent the bill 

|going to the President with the 
debenture plan included among its 
provisions, thus averting an Execu- 
tive veto, which Republican leaders 
say would be certain to result were 
the objectionable proposal retained. 

The vote came on a motion by Sen- 
ator Watson, the Republican floor 
leader, to eliminate the debenture 
feature from the bill. Two Demo- 
crats, Senators Wagner of New York 
and Ransdell of Louisiana, voted 
with forty-two regular Republicans 
for this motion.

on cotton. There is no tariff against 
standard cotton, so this sum was 
agreed on arbitrarily.

long as we can. The altimeter must 
be frozen. It seems to be sticking 
now at 39,000 feet. 

I increase the angle of climb 
slightly. This does not seem to help 
a great deal. The time passes like 
hours before I push the altimeter up 
to 40,000 feet. But I am not satis- 
fied. I try to climb higher. My eyes 
are causing considerable trouble, so 
I push the goggles back down. I 
don’t want to injure them for a 
record. 

I have to fly with my knees con 
trolling the stick. My left hand is 
busy holding the supercharger throt- 
tle. Although the automatic spring 
which would pull it closed and slow 
down the motor if I fell unconsciou 
is not heavy, it seems as if I was 
holding a heavy weight. 

I hold my goggles with my right 
hand like a lady with her lorgnette 
In this way I can break the \y.ind 
and get an occasional glimpse about. 

Still we do not climb. I am getting 
| pretty impatient and weak. I feel 
a strange dizziness, anticipated but 
| nevertheless annoying. I let the oxy- 
gen flow continually now through 
the emergency tube to be sure I do 
not faint for lack of it. 

The plane already is wavering 4s 
if it cannot go higher. But I am de- 
termined to force it up at any cost. 
I stick the nose higher. This is not 
wise, I soon learn. Almost before 
I realize it the nose whips over and 
|} we are falling crazily in a spin 
That was the plane's peak. We 
could go no higher. 


Drops 2,000 Feet in Spin. 


Well, what of it, I think; let her 
spin; that lazy feeling is comfortable. 

I let go the throttle of the super- 
charger. The motor slows down to 
idling speed. The air is so light and 
the controls so tightly frozen that we 
fall 2,000 feet before I work out of 
the spin I spiral down in great 
circles, slowly, so there will be no ill 
effects to plane or pilot from the 
descent. My ears, though, ache from 
the growing pressure. 

Now the field is coming into the 
sight. The job is nearly done. I 
circle a few times and then slip down 
through the gully into the field. The 
men who have helped me come to 
greet me. I climb out again after 
an hour and twenty-four minutes in 
the air. It was worth it. Il am feel- 
ing fine. 

The men at the station congratu- 
late me. But I tell them it could not 
have been done without their help, 
for it required the work of many men

‘Lieutenant Soucek took off at 11:10

| Watchers lost sight of the plane 
about fifteen minutes after it left the 
| ground, during which it had climbed 
|}to an estimated altitude of 25,000 
feet. Soon afterward the smoke trail 
left by the burned oil forced through 
the supercharger was picked up and 
watchers followed closely the ap- 
parently almost 
until 11:58 A. M. 
trail was lost. 

A few minutes later watchers 
heard the loud drone of the super- 
charger and soon caught sight of 
the plane high over the city. Dr. 
I. H. Sears, the station flight sur- 
| geon, who examined Lieutenant Sou- 
| cek after the flight, said he had suf- 
fered no ill effects from his venture. 

The former altitude record of 38,- 
418 feet, believed to have been 
| broken by Lieutenant Soucek, was 
|}made by Lieutenant Champion in 
1927 at tl local naval air station 
| Lieutenant Soucek’s record must be 
at least 58,728 feet to be credited 
j}under the rules, the Federation 
Aeronautigque Internationale requir- 
|}ing the existing record to be exceed- 
ed by 100 meters. 

A minimum temperature _ther- 
| mometer affixed to the wing of the 

plane by H. R. Henricksen, 3u- 
|reau of Standards instrument expert, 
indicated a temperature at the peak 
of the climb of about 60 degrees, 
|centigrade, below zero. This would 
be 76 degrees below zero, Fahren- 
heit. This instrument also is to be 
|calibrated for exact reading tomor- 
row. 

Lieutenant Soucek is 32 years old 
and a graduate of the Naval Acad- 
emy, class of 1921. He has been 
| flying since 1924, when he completed 
|} his course of training at the naval 
| training station at Pensacola, Fla. 
He served on the U. §S. S. 
Sissippi and U. 8S. 
to his service in the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, where he is an expert of 
the engine section. His home is in 
Lamont, Okla. 

His brother, Lieutenant Zeus Sou- 
cek, now stationed at the naval air-

ORLEANS, France, May 8.—All 
France was represented at Orleans 


today by the highest dignitaries of 
and State, by her Marshals, 
Generals, magistrates and academi- 
and by more than 100 civil or- 
ganizations to pay fervent tribute to 
St. Joan of Arc, whose victory here 
500 years ago preserved the nation's 


independence. 
The fifth centenary observance of 
the day, which has been made a na- 


tional holiday, is extraordinary not 
only because the celebration is more 
Bumptuous and more complicated 
than ever before, but also for its im 
pulsive sincerity. The _ traditional 
ritual of the procession, the church 
ceremonies and the public addresses 


seem spontaneous, as though they 
never had been performed before. 


President Doumergue, 
Poincaré, Marshal Pétain, 
Gouraud, more than sixty prelates 
the church, including the Papal Le- 
gate, Cardinal Lepicier and the ven- 


erable Cardinal Lucon from immor- 
tal Rheims, walked afoot in the pro-

cession, which lasted for hours, dur- 
ing most of which time rain fell 
steadily. Between 200,000 and 300,- 


000 persons, were placed in grand- 
stands on sidewalks, at all available 
windows, in public squares and on 
rooftops along the sinuous line of 
march, applauding the historic 
relics, banners and notable person- 
ages as they passed. The streets 
were a black sea of umbrellas, but 
the persons who had waited for 
hours refused to move from their 
places until the last of the parade 
had filed past. 
Same Enthusiasm at Church. 


The same intensity of enthusiasm 
was evident at the religious service 


when, with the white statue of Saint 
Joan raised upon the high altar, Mgr. 


de la Villerabel, Bishop of Rouen, 
pronounced an impassioned eulogy 
of Joan's heroism and_ sacrifices. 


The choir and nave of the cathedral 
were hung with rich fabrics and ban- 
ners, while the altar and transept 
vault were made brilliant with elab- 
orate electric decorations. Flowers 
outlined the arches and the main 
architectural lines of the fine Gothic 
building, and each pillar was adorned 
with the arms of one of the com- 
panies of Joan of Arc. The musical 
services, directed by Charles Widor, 
were extremely effective. 

One of the most noteworthy fea- 
tures of the celebration was the of- 
ficial participation of the British 
Government and Church, which dele- 
gated the Ambassador to France, Sir 
William Tyrrell, and Cardinal Bourne 
of Westminster to pay Great Brit- 
ain’s tribute to the Conquering Maid 
This fact was emphasized by Gabriel 
Hanotaux of the French Academy in 
his address, which was broadcast 
from the great public square. 

‘Let us render justice,’’ he said, 
“sfter five centuries. England, in 
the person of her official represen- 
tatives, stands with us around the 
standard of Joan of Arc, while only 
yesterday all France was praying for 
the recovery of the illustrious King 
of England whose reign has wit- 
nessed the sealing of the friendship 
of the two countries. 

“It was evident that the Supreme 
Will did not wish France to perish 
since a woman, really a child, took 
command and revived the courage 
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| which had flagged and led the troops.

Procession Most Impressive. 

The cortege was the most impres- 
sive event of the celebration despite 
the persistent rain and the lack of 
sunshine, which would have given 
greater glamour to the bright 
tumes, sparkling ensigns and em- 
blems. The civil and military sec- 
tions formed in front of the Hotel 
de Ville, a beautiful Renaissance 
building of brick and stone, which 
once was the royal residence, and 
then swung into place before the 
cathedral. There they were joined 
by the clergy, who had assembled 
within the cathedral Twenty civil 
and military bands were interspersed 
among the infantry, cavalry, vet- 
erans and civilian organizations, all 
with brilliant costumes and carrying 
flags and banners.

PROTESTS SEIZURE 
OF MEDICINAL LIQUOR 


Owner Demands Mellon Order 
Customs Men to Retarn Bottle 
of Whisky. 


HOOVER. 


Demand has been made upon Sec- 
retary Mellon that he instruct cus- 
tom officials to return a bottle of 
alleged medicinal liquor seized on 
Monday from Josiah B. Scott of 
Boston, upon his arrival here aboard 
the Panama Pacific Liner Califor- 
nia. Stanley Shirk, attorney, of 175 
Broadway, who met Mr. Scott at 
the pier, wrote Mr. Mellon as fol- 
lows 

“Because of his illness his physi- 
cian had prescribed liquor and Mr. 
Scott had the prescription filled in 
California I happened to be pres- 
ent at the wharf in New York and, 
naturally, was outraged to see a 
customs agent take medicine away 
from a sick man. I personally saw 
the confiscated liquor The bottle 
was unopened and still bore the In- 
ternal Revenue seal over the cork. 
It also bore a paster containing the 
requisite data to the prescrip- 
tion. 

“The only explanation for the seiz- 
ure offered by your representative, 
Thomas J. Hogue, Acting Deputy 
Collector, was that Customs regula- 
tion required its confiscation. I 
hereby respectfully request that you 
instruct your subordinates to return 
this medicinal liquor without delay. 

G. M. Brewer, Assistant Collector 
of the Port, said yesterday: 

‘Instructions to inspectprs on the 
piers, handling beggage, is to seize 
all liquor. If the seizure is chal- 
langed the liquor is held, if not it is 
destroyed. In this case, I presume, 
as Scott declined to sign the release, 
the liquor was held. All that is nec- 
essary is for him ti get a permit 
for the bottle from the local Probihi-

Shakes Hands With Executives. 


Mr. Coolidge arrived at the New 
York Life Insurance Company Build- 


ing, 51 Madison Avenue, about noon, 
and held a reception, during which 
he shook hands with about seventy- 
five persons, including executive of- 
ficers, junior officers and heads of 
departments. He then Junched with 
the officers and members of the 
board, all of whom were re-elected.

“Our insurance companies, rising 
above all other business and finan- 
cial institutions, stand at the very 
summit of moral responsibility. If 
ever our industries are depressed, if 
ever the credit of our banks becomes 
strained, the knowledge that the 
enormous investments in insurance 
are still sound, that their assets are 
still intact, will be an impregnable 
security for our economic redemp 
tion. Here at least will be a refuge 
to which the distressed and the af- 
flicted can repair with the assurance 
that they will not fail to find protec- 


tion. This makes the administration 
of such companies of supreme im- 
portance.”’

STRESEMANN DISAPPOINTED

WASHINGTON, May 8.—President 
Hoover and Secretary Stimson have 
congratulated Ambassador Hugh 5S. 
Gibson upon the ‘efficient manner"’ 
in which he represented the United 
States at the sessions of the Pre 
paratory Commission on Disarma 
ment which have just been concluded 
at Geneva. 

In a message to the Ambassador 
vesterday Secretary Stimson said 

“The President desires me to ex 
press to you his satisfaction with 
the efficient manner in which you 
and the other members of the delega- 
tion have fulfilfed your instructions 
during the sixth meeting of the P: 
paratory Commission for a disarma 
ment conference. 

“I wish to add my own apprecia- 
tion of your excellent presentation. of 
the views of the United States and 
the able manner in which you have 
contributed to the progress of the 
work of the commission and awak 
ened new hopes of a practical means 
for the effective reduction of arma 
ments.” 

Mr. Gibson planned to leave Ge 
neva today for his post at Brussels, 
where he _ will arrive tomorrow 
There he will hold himself in readi- 
ness to cooperate in any efforts made 
toward pursuing the suggestions h: 
made at Geneva for naval reduction 
particularly in the matter of working 
cut a formula which will serve as a

brotherly support for the German 


Day riots 


Bolsheviki from the Communists of 
all the worlé and prophesied a Red 
future for Cermany. 

The Social Democrats in the Ger- 
man Govern ‘ent, scared to death by 
the rapid growth of Communist 
power in factory committees, Zino- 
vieff says, decided to pay a heavy 
price now rather than to wait until 
it was too late and too dangerous 


Therefore, although Zinovieff believes 


they could have risked one more 
Communist street demonstration, 
they thought it better to fight in 
3erlin now than later But this will 
not avail them, he declares. 
“Organize!’’ he exclaims. ‘‘Organ- 
ize the masses, And the moment will 
come, the moment for direct organi- 
zation of the revolution. The Bol- 
sheviki’s organization of the masses 
is the organization of revolution.”’ 
In the Soviet press there is no allu- 
sion to the German protest over 
Voroshiloff’s speech. The German 
Ambassador, Herr von Dirksen, has 
postponed for a fortnight the tour he 
intended to make in the Ukraine. 


Red Demonstration at Funeral. 

BERLIN, May 8 (4.--Red shrouds 
on the coffins, red ribbons on fu- 
neral wreaths and red banners and 
armbands in the procession marked 
the Communist demonstration today 
at the funeral of three victims of 
the May Day rioting in this city. The 
ribbons on the wreaths almost uni- 
formly bore the inscription, ‘‘Re 
venge for the heroes of the bloody 
May Day in 1929.’’ 

Only the bodies of three of the dead 
had been released by the police for 
burial, but the same demonstration 
was given as had been planned fo! 
the burial of a score of the victims 
in Friedrichsfelde Cemetery, just out- 
side Berlin. 

The police, against whom the dead 
had fought. were not in evidence 

The coffins were carried on the 
shoulders of bearers and were 
draped with red coverings. Behind 
them came men in shirt sleeves, hat- 
less women in gingham aprons and 
many boys. The long blue trousers 
of the Red army were forbidden 

Ernst Hatahelmann, Communist 
leader in the Reichstag, pronounced 
the funeral oration. 

“On these graves of our dead we 
swear to carry through the revolu- 
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tion, not only in Germany but in the 
whole world,’’ he said. ‘‘We will de- 
Stroy governments, defy socialistic 
laws and set up dictatorships of the 
proletariat.”’ 

The hoarse voice of the crowd re- 
sponded in mass singing of ‘‘The 
Internationale.”’ 

Protest strikes urged by the Com- 
munists upon Berlin workers as a 
demonstration. agcinst the police 
methods in the May Day disorders 
met with little response during to- 
day’s funeral. 

The Communist effort to have 
street car, omnibus and subway 
workers stop work between 2 and 
2:05 P. M. out of respect for the 
victims of the riots, failed complete- 
ly, according to officials of these 
companies.

Heavy Fighting Along Railroad Is 
Reported—Kwangsi Opposition 
to Nanking Is Behind War. 


CANTON, China, May 8 (4 Fac 
tional warfare between the provinces 
of Kwangsi and Kwangtung in 
South China was in full progress to- 


day, with the important city of Can 
ton threatened with capture by th 
Kwangsi group. 

The overnight change from peace 
to war has resulted in the flight of 
thousands from Canton to Hongkong, 
while the Nanking Government Cen- 
tral Bank notes, already 25 per cent 
under par, were still falling here 

Behind the present warfare lies the 
struggle between the Nationalist 
central government and the Kwangsi 
military clique, as well as the local 
rivalry between the provinces of 
Kwangsi and Kwangtung. When the 
Nationalist government began its re- 
cent drive against the Kwangsi 
group the Civili Governor of Kwang- 
tung issued a declaration of neutral 
ity which was regarded as tanta 
mount to a declaration in favor of 
Nanking Hitherto Kwangtung has 
been more or less under the domina 
tion of Kwangsi, which. having no 
port of its own, needed Canton for 
access to the sea, 

When Kwangtung threw off the 
authority of Kwangsi an era of 
*‘peace and prosperity’’ was heralded, 
but it has proved short-lived. 

The peace parleys which had been 
going on for some time between 
Kwangsi and Kwantung have broken 
down, the Cantonese accusing the 
Kwangsi leaders of being ‘‘rebels 
against the central government and 
responsible for disturbing the coun- 
try’s peace, whose annihilation is 
necessary if genuine peace in South 
China is to be possible.’’ 

Canton Rushes Troops to Front. 

With the breakdown of the peace 
parleys, the Cantonese military com 
mander-in-chief issued a proclama 
tion of war against Kwangsi Two 
Kwangsi regiments then began 
marching down the West River and 
occupied Dosing, about 100 miles 
west of Canton.

relations on the part of my coun- 
try to the tribunal to which I have 


had the honor of being called, I 
may be taken as representing not 
only the detachment and impar- 
tiality which should characterize a 
judge of the World Court, but the 
earnest desire of the great major- 
ity of my fellow countrymen to 
promote the cause of international 
justice. 

In the truest sense the judges of 
the Permanent Court represent no 
particular nations but the common 
sentiment which binds all nations 
in a respect for the fundamentals 
of international right which, by 
virtue of their necessity and their 
appeal to the conscience of man- 
kind, transcend all particular in- 
terests. 

I recall that at the recent Pan- 
American Arbitration Conference 
in Washington, when one of the 
delegates casually referred to the 
arbitrators to be selected by the 
parties to the dispute as represen- 
tatives respectively of those par- 
ties, another delegate of an impor- 
tant Latin-American government 
at once took him to task for in- 
troducing a familiar but erroneous 
view. All were arbitrators, he in- 
sisted, and not simply the umpire 
or third or fifth an arbitrator and 
must regard themselves, not as 
nationals or partisans of the coun- 
tries selecting them, but as judges 
sworn to the highest duty of apply- 
ing the law that binds all without 
being swayed by the sentiment or 
policy of their nations. 


Independence Underlying Principle. 


Whatever may be said of the prac- 
tice of arbitrators, it is upon that 
principle of complete independence 
that the Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice is established and 
that principle must be consistently 
maintained if the court is to be 
buttressed by the confidence of the 
peoples of all countries, great and 
small, 

I come to you and to my duty 
accredited by a force that is 
stronger than governments, the 
force of public opinion demanding 
just settlements for peace. Cer- 
tain it is that if we cannot at 
least make secure the foundations 
of international justice through 
the function of the Permanent 
Court in disposing of controversies 
which lend themselves to judicial 
determination, all programs for 
peace are but waste paper. 

It is to me a matter of the deep- 
est regret that I join the court ata 
time when it is bereft of the ser- 
vice of Lord Finlay, who gave to 
its labors not only his wealth of 
learning but his high personal 
prestige, won in a most distin- 
guished career. Important as is 
the institution, it must depend for 
its success on the personality of 
the judges who establish its tra- 
ditions, and in Lord Finlay we 
found the personification of the ju- 
dicial ideal 


Says Institutions Rest on 


We recognize that international] 
judicial institutions can exist only 
through mutual respect and by rea- 
son of a deep-seated conviction 
that there are available resourc 
of fairne upon which all may 
ifely depend As this mutual re 
sper is the ultimate security of 
peace we should be solicitous to 
render vain the efforts of all mis-

While you may properly object to 
the corrupting influence of certain 
abuses of this great educational fa- 
cility, we particularly deplore the 
misrepresentation of our daily

Then, added to the freedom of 
the films, is the freedom of the 
humorists, with which we cannot 
afford to dispense, as a sense of 
humor may save us when even 
statesmen fail. But there is humor 
which preserves balance and fair 
judgment and there are the con- 
stant gibes which tend to under- 
mine the amity which rests on mu- 
tual respect. 

And then there is freedom in the 
play of hypothetical war games, 
filling the chambers of imagery 
with a strife which was thought to 
be unthinkable and then seems to 
some to become inevitable. 


Calls for Self-Restraint. 


We cannot hope to escape these 
perils. If they cannot be avoided 
in the domestic sphere within our 
own territory where we torment 
each other with false numor and 
distorted criticism, how can we es- 
cape them in international inter- 
course? But we can fortify our- 
selves against them. F 

We have one security, and that, 
we have reason to believe, is a 
sufficient guarantee, the ultimate 
in richness of resource, in which 
both our countries find the great- 
est cause for pride, our having 
common sense. It is gratifying to 
observe that, despite all the mis- 
representations of our peoples 
through a multitude of unrecorded 
contracts, we reach so largely and 
fairly a just appraisal of the mo- 
tives, character and conduct of 
each other. We need to apply our 
common sense not merely to 
making such appraisal, but in our 
thought of our future relations. 

What a bankruptcy of common 
sense is revealed in the careless 
talk of disturbance of our peace! 
It is no disparagement of any in- 
stitution or other relations to say 
that Anglo-American amity is the 
cornerstone of international peace 
—the essential assumption of any 
peace program. Happily we have 
no controversy threatening our 
friendship—merely injudicious ut- 
terances of the irresponsible } 
irrepressible. 


Much Talk of Agreements, 
Much has been said of late as 
to agreements that might be made 


between our two countries with 
respect to the conduct of possible 
future wars. There is no objection 
to making such agreements. They 
might be very useful, But it should 
be recognized that the difficulty in 
reaching them is very great, for 
as soon as any agreement in re- 
lation to future contingencies is 
proposed these contingencies tend 
to multiply and become unmanage- 
able. It may not be the part of 
wisdom to attempt to make agree- 
ments as to action in time of war 
unless preliminary exchanges as- 
sure success, for failure after open 
and possibly acrid debate over 
these imaginary possibilities would 
leave us worse off than ever. 

We have entered into a pact re- 
nouncing war. After making all al- 
lowances for accompanying inter- 
pretations, there is no escaping the 
fact that we have exchanged 
pledges to seek a solution of all 
controversies exclusively by pacific 
means. Having made this pledge, 
the obvious course is to act as 
though we meant it. That, too, is 
the course dictated by common 
sense. 

Common sense takes 
the consequences. Experts in the 
art of war may be more intent 
on manoeuvres, on strategy or on 
the chess playing of arms than 
on the terrible and inescapable re 
sults of strife But the politica) 
and economic facts are as impor 
tant as the military and nava 
facts. Common tells us that 
war between our countries woul 
be the greatest calamity that coul 
befall civilization. Why not, then 
act on the assumptions of com 
mon sense?

Calls for Anti-War Psychology. 


What we need is a state of mind 
to match the words of the anti- 
war treaty. We need to cultivate 
the psychology or peace. This hav- 
ing common sense, I am sure, will 
be applied in the immediate ques- 
tion of reducing naval armament. 
We applied it at the Washington 
conference. 

What would have happened if it 
had not been for the agreements 
of that conference? On the part 
of my country we should have been 
wasting substance in completing 
and maintaining a fleet of unneces- 
sary proportions. Here you would 
have gone on building your super- 
Hoods, monsters of the sea, each 
of 48,000 tons and upward. Japan 
would have proceeded with her 
eight-eight program. We should 
have been vying with each other 
in providing these instruments of 
war and in laying a burden of con- 
struction and maintenance upon 
the bent shoulders of labor. And 
now, after eight years, what would 
have been the result? 

If we had not succeeded in pro- 
ducing war by these senseless prep- 
arations we should merely have 
wasted our means in extravagant 
outlays. Common sense saved us 
We need another application of it 
to complete what was left unfin- 
ished. 


‘‘Arms Competition Inexcusable.”’ 


Competition in armaments is in- 
excusable. What success would 
there be in that competition? 
Would it yield the dominance de- 
sired? It must be realized that 
there is no people so pacifist of 
sentiment, so destitute of pride and 
ambition that it would not strain 
itself to the utmost in order to 
maintain or better its position if 
competition were resolved upon or 
believed inevitable 

Commonsense tells us that com- 
petition in armament among the 
great naval powers is a dream of 
folly. It vields neither security nor 
peace, If this is recognized, why 
should it be impossible to reach 
agreements to prevent it? It is 
with the keenest gratification that 
we observe recent promising devel- 
opments. 

Abandonment by the nations of a 

rlike attitude should accompany 

ie efforts to establish securely in- 
stitutions for gas settlement. 
I consider it the highest privilege 
of my life to have a share in the 
work of these essential institutions 
and I am deeply grateful for your 
godspeed as I enter upon it.

Health officials of ttit city, Bos- 
ton, Rochester, Philace]phia and 
Cleveland, viewed yeserday the 
“automatic chemist,’’ a gall unit 
of machinery that, it is .ontended, 
can control the healthfulness of a 
city’s water supply. The device was 
displayed at the exposition of the 
chemical industries at Grand Cen- 
tral Palace. 

For twenty-four hours a day this 
device automatically controls the 
chlorinating process which purifies 
city waters. State laws require that 
reservoir water be treated against 
impurities. The device automatically 
increases or reduces the chlorine 
as needed. After a storm or flood, 
when polluted streams infect the 
main water supply, enough chlorine 
is released automatically 
stall the danger of disease. 

While it is a physical impossibility 
for the city chemist to analyze the 
flow of water every minute of the 
day, the ‘‘automatic chemist” has no 
difficulty in determining the correct 
amount of chlorine needed at any

determination of the valuation basis 
upon which duty shall be applied, 
caused the chief concern, overshad- 
owing interest in rate changes in the 
various schedules. 

James W. Bevans, customs attor- 
ney and adviser on customs for the 
National Council of American Im- 
porters and Traders, asserted that 
the provision would ‘“‘create chaos’’ 
in the importing trade in addition to 
providing an opening wedge for the 
use of United States instead of for- 
eign value as the major method of 
appraisement. 

Sees Flaw in Provision. 

“‘As presented, tne bill changes the 
name of the Customs Court to the 
old name of the Board of General 
Appraisers and deprives the present 
Customs Court of jurisdiction in 


questions over the basis of valuation 
in the appraisement of imported 
merchandise,’’ Mr. Bevans said. | 
“The appraisecr’s decision, subject to 
review by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. is held to be final. One of 
the results may be, for instance, that 
merchandise imported through the 
port of San Francisco may be ap- 
praised on the higher United States 
basis, while the identical goods 
brought in through the port of New 
York may be appraised by offi- 


cials here on foreign valuation. It 
will produce a chaotic condition in 
the appraisement of merchandise 


throughout the United States.”’ 

Average increases of 50 per cent or 
more in the duty on imported mer- 
chandise will result through whole- 
sale application of the United States 
valuation basis. Mr. Bevans asserted. 

“The, definition of United Statis 
value, as proposed,’’ he concluded, 
*“‘makes such changes in the defini- 
tion used in the act of 1922 as to 
place it within the power of adminis- 
trative officers to make American 
valuation the basis of appraisement. 
which, of course, would result in a 
tremendous irerease in all of the ad 
valorem rates now based upon for- 
eign value. 

“The effect of this change in word- 
ing is only apparent upon a careful 
study of the language proposed. It 
provides that if such or similar im- 
ported merchandise is not offered for 
sale in the United States, and this 
at the time the particular importa- 
tion under appraisement left the for- 
eign country, the selling price in the 


United States of comparable mer- | 
chandise may be taken, whether 
such merchandise be domestic or im- 
ported.’”’ 


The committee’s proposal to change 
the name of the Customs Court was | 
a surprise to officials and customs | 
attorneys alike.

From 
every point of view this tax is un- 
necessary and indefensible, and the 
facts before the Ways and Means 
Committee warranted a substantial 
decrease in the present rates. 

“The framers of the present tariff 
law will have to answer to the public 
for such an outrageous tax on their 
clothing. It looks as if the 34 cents 
per pound protection given to the 
farmer on his wool is going to be 
more than taken back from him 
when he buys his clothing and other 
necessities."’ 


Rayon Industry Disturbed. 


The new tariff bill means a lower- 
ing of the duty on rayon = yarns 
through the elimination of the spe- 
cific duty of not less than 45 cents a 
pound as provided in the present 
Fordney-McCumber tariff, according 
to S. A. Salvage, president of the 
Viscose Company. 

“The rayon industry here is much 
disturbed over the proposed new 
basis,’’ Mr. Salvage said. ‘‘There is 
no complaint regarding the rate of 
45 per cent ad valorem, but elimi- 
nation of the specific duty feature 
means a marked reduction in the 


impost that will have to be paid on 
rayon yarn imports. 


“In effect, it reduces the duty 
about 15 cents a pound Foreign 


yarns, being imported at the foreign 
valuation of 50 to 60 cents a pound, 
under the new schedule, would be 
subject only to a duty of 45 per cent, 
or less than 30 cents a pound. The 


cuty under the present tariff is not, 


less than 45 cents a pound.”’ 

Mr. Salvage indicated that a pro- 
test would be filed against the pro- 
posed rate. He said cooperative ac- 
tion probably would be taken by the 
Rayon Institute, composed of leading 
domestic producers of rayon 

Lavelle McCampbell, of McCamp- 
bell & Co., cotton goods commission 
house, who was active in the inter- 
ests of a jute tariff, said: 

‘The bill as reported to the House 
grants none of the requests we pre- 
sented to the committee and natur- 


ally does not meet with our ap- 
proval. We do not feel that the 
principle of a compensating duty 


has been applied to the jute sched- 
ule. The tariff on jute cloth is still 
82 per cent lower than that on the 
very yarns out of which it is made.”’ 

At the offices of D. H. Grant & 
Co., cotton dress goods importers, 
it was said that the schedule ap- 
plied to their merchandise took such 
goods ‘“‘way up out of range’’ and 
that increases of 33 per cent and 
higher were imposed. The bill was 
declared unsatisfactory. 

“The manner in which the com- 
mittee handled the question of im- 
ported furs was fair and equitable,”’ 


Milton Herzig, president of the 
American Fur Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, said 


August Merz, president of the Syn- 
thetic Organic Chemical Manufac- 
turers’ Association, said the sched- 
ules were satisfactory in some re- 
spects although several unfavorable 
features of the present bill had been 
retained. 

“IT haven't had an opportunity to 


study the report thoroughly,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘but it seems favorable in 
many respects.

That lofty gallery in baseball's hall 
of fame where the mural decorations 
are restricted to the deep-graven 
names of no-hit pitchers yesterday 
made room on its walls for the sig- 
nature of slim Carl Hubbell, Giants’ 
southpaw of less than a year’s ma- 
jor league membership. He held the 
Pittsburgh Pirates hitless as well as 
runless for nine solid innings, and no 
Giant ace has thus suppressed any 
major league team for just seven 
solid years, and a day. 

On May 7, 1922, Jess Barnes shut 
out the Phillies without a hit. The 
fact that the Giants were winning 
the second game of their Pittsburgh 
series at the Polo Grounds by the 
overwhelming score of 11 to 0, clout- 
ing four homers to various points of 
the compass, faded in importance 
before the eyes of the 8,000 fortunate 
beholders of Hubbell’s bright exploit. 

The Giants did their heavy ham- 
mering early, settling the fate of 
the game beyond recall by battering 
Petty and Fussell out of the picture 
before the battle was three innings 
old, then hopping upon Remy Kre 
mer in the sixth for a parcel of five e 
runs. 

Ott, restored to his right-field post, 
pounded two four-baggers into his 
private shooting gallery upstairs in 
right-field, his fifth and sixth of the 


year. Fullig and Cohen, homer-hit- 
ters on Tuesday, repeated their 
grandstand hitting yesterday with 


one each. 
A Meritorious Performance. 


For Fullis this meant three home 
runs to show for his first three days 
as a full-time Giant outfielder. This 
one-a-day production rate merited 
the youngster from the Pennsyl- 
van ia coal regions fame enough to 
give him the middle of the spotlight, 
if a no-hit pitcher had not been 
making his place in the hall of fame 
the same afternoon. 


But with all eleven runs over the 
plate by the end of the sixth, and 
not a hit yet made off Hubbell, the 


fans concentrated their attention on 
his pitching solo, cheering each put- 
out of a Pirate in the last three in- 
nings as loudly as if some more 
homers were spouting off Giant bats 

Hubbell’s mastery was visible in 
the absence of any sensational field- 
ing feats by his teammates to carry 
him over rough spots on his road 
to fame. There were no rough spots 
the first eight innings, nothing but 
easy fielding chances—conventional 
grounders and now and then a far- 
flitting fly, but never flitting far 
enough to test severely the legs or 
eyes of his outfielders. 

Then in the ninth came Hubbell’s 
real test, and the way he met it 
made not only a dramatic finish for 
his no-hit performance but testified 
as well to his unshaken nerve in th 
critical inning, the inning when 
s0 many no-hit games tremble in the 
balance and spill over. 


Riconda First Up in Ninth. 


Harry Riconda, right-hand hitter 
came up as pinch hitter, starting th: 


ninth. He whaled a brisk drive 
straight at Fullis. Hubbell, if he 
was counting the put-outs, must have 
seen in that fly the first of the vital 
three. 

But Fullis, with both hands reach- 
ing for the ball, missed it, perhaps 
more excited in the pinch than the 
pitcher whom it most deeply con- 
cerned. Riconda roosted safe on 
first through this error. Then Adams 
dribbled a grourder straight at Jack- 
son. 

The captain tad double-play ideas 
but his handlirg of the ball evinced 
the same hysteria as marked Fullis’s 
muff. Jackson fumbled the ball, and 
instead of having only one more 
put-out to get, Hubbell still had his 
whole inning to master, with the 
Waner brothers ahead of him. 

Hubbell made short work of Lloyd 
Waner, twisting a curve past the 
chubby youngster’s passive bat for 
the third strike. Then came Paul 
Waner and Hubbell’s biggest moment 


of the day, perhaps of his whole life 

Hubbell's main fielding weakness, 
since he joined the Giants, has been 
the throw to second base on force 
plays. Time and again last year he 
threw wild on apparently easy 
chances. This year he has shown 


improvemert, and yesterday, in lil 
big pinch he made the play as 
as any expert infielder. 


Hubbell Stops Fast Grounder. 


The senior Waner bail 
along the ground between the pitch 
er’s box and first base.

6. 1912: Rube Marquard, against

Weighing the Evidence. 


The most important details in weighing the evidence 


on new records are track condiiions, weather and 
timing 

The first thing is to make sure that the track was 
the full distance and the runner covered the full dis 


tance. More than once it has happened that startling 
time credited to runners led the meet officials to 
measure the track again, only to find that some of 


the real estate was missing. 

Then there's the weather, or rather the wind. If a 
sprinter wants to set a new record in a pouring rain 
or a blinding snow, that’s quite all right. But if he 
hops off the mark with a sixty-mile gale at his back 
that's quite another matter. If the wind is blowing 
from a direction that will ald the runner, the alleg 
record is tossed lightly into the official waste basket 

Timing is also important. There are track 
and track followers who insist that there aren’t more 
than a dozen real timers in this country; that is, men 
who can snap a watch accurately on the starts and 
finishes of sprint races where a fifth of a 
means the difference between a good sprinter 
great champion. 

All these things must be weighed and sifted before 
records are accepted. The track must be level and 
full distance. The runner must cover the full dis- 
tance without the aid of a favoring wind.

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HOOVER AND THE SENATE. 


In the final vote in the Senate 
on the debenture amendment to the 
farm relief bill, 47 to 44, there 
was displayed a surprising readiness | 
to override the President. He was 
wounded in the house of his friends. 
Here he is, only a little more than | 
two months after inauguration, after 
having been elected by an immense 
majority, with a formidable party 
revolt flaring up in the Senate. It 
is as if Mr. Hoover deliberately 
chose his battleground, and Senators 
moved with alacrity to meet him on 
it. It was not a case of rumors or 
second-hand information about the 
President's opposition to the deben- 
ture plan. He openly and boldly at- 
tacked it, giving reason after reason 
why it should not be added to the 
farm bill passed by the House of 
Representatives. Some are saying 
now that if he had only threatened 
to veto the bill, with the debenture 
amendment attached to it, enough 
wavering Senators would have been 
found to stand by him. But this is 
foolish. He could not sign the bill, 
denatured and debentured, without 
stultifying himself. His plain-spoken 
letter to Senator MCNARY was as 
definite a commitment to a veto as 
if he had gone before a notary and 
made oath that he would not sign 
the bill. The Senate knew this per- 
fectly well. Yet, by an alliance be- 
tween short-sighted Democrats and 
rebellious Republicans, it chose ‘o 
go on record as defying the Presi- 
dent and threatening to do its best 
to thwart him in the great purpose 
which he had in calling the special 
session of Congress. 

One of the Senators now opposed 
to him on this measure, as previous- 
ly opposed to Mr. Hoover's attitude 
toward the World Court, is Mr. 
BoraH. His case excites special 
wonder. This is not because he is 
“agin the government.” That has 
long been his customary position. 
But so sudden and complete a break 
with Mr. HOOVER is amazing. For 
Senator BORAH was the chief cam- 
paigner for Mr. HOOVER last year. 
He certified the candidate ta the 
country in every way. Besides all 
that, it was he who induced® Mr. 
HOOVER to promise to call Congress 
in extraordinary session to enact 
the bill for farm relief. Congress 
has met, the President has indicated 
the kind of bill he wants, and Sen- 
ator BORAH is against it! If that 
wonderful friendship and _ political 
backing were so soon to be done for, 
people will be asking whatever they 
were begun for. 

More than personal clashes or 
party differences are involved. In 
this eagly blow at the President by 
the Senate the fate of his adminis- 
tration is clearly at hazard. The 
President's authority has been di- 
rectly challenged. He will have to 
fight for it, or imperil his own pres- 
tige and even his official life. A 
rupture like this cannot be cured 
by sticking-plaster. Vigorous meas- 
ures are necessary. The indications

HAZARDS AND USES OF 
BALLOONING. 


The National Elimination balloon 
race has yielded a record of 900 
miles of sailing with the not uncom- 
mon sensation of aeronauts lost in 
the wilderness. In this case the 
unfamiliar country was the Adi- 
rondacks, southern Essex County, 
where HILL and SCHLOSSER of The 
Detroit Times balloon wandered 
fifty-two hours in rain and mist 
without food until they encountered 
a native. He gave them something 
to eat and their bearings. Balloon- 
ing may be hazardous even in clear 
weather, for with a good wind the 
unknown objective may be remote 
from habitations, and there is some- 
times the menace of the open sea in 
a storm. Navy No. 1 balloon in this 
competition got as far as Prince 
Edward Island, beyond which is the 
yulf of St. Lawrence. The distance 
covered was a record for these 
races. 
famous balloonist, had _ traveled 
1,200 miles, from a start in France 
to the interior of Russia. The fasci- 
nation of this form of aeronautics is 
the uncertainty of the oourse and a 
fair probability that there will be 
an adventure at the end. In spite 
of the invention of the airplane and 
the dirigible, old-fashioned balloon- 
ing, now almost 150 years old, has 
many votaries. They may care more 
for the thrill of it than for its scien- 
tific uses. 

A rougher experience than that 
of the Detroit aeronauts was the 
wandering of Lieutenants KLOOR, 
HINTON and FARRELL, after landing 
from the navy balloon A-5598, in 
Northern Ontario, in the Winter of 
1921. Begun as an endurance test 
at Rockaway, their flight took them 
twenty miles beyond Moose Factory, 
an old Hudson Bay post. The naval 
officers were lost in the forest for 
four days until they met an Indian. 
By dog-sled they finally reached a 
settlement. Two carrier pigeons 
were the only solid food they had 
to sustain life while they roamed 
the wilderness. They were twenty- 
five hours in the air, much of the 
time in “a blinding rain and snow 
storm.” In the National Elimination 
race last year a balloon carrying 
Lieutenants ENT and Evert of the 
army was struck by lightning near 
Youngwood, Pa., EVERT being killed. 
Lieutenant ENT, not taking advan- 
tage of the parachute equipment, 
endeavored to revive his companion, 
although the balloon had taken fire. 
For his gallantry he received the 
Cheney award. 

The basket of a balloon is a con- 
venient place for scientific investi- 
gations compared with the cockpit 
of an airplane. For this reason alone 
the balloon will not be abandoned 
as archaic. With instruments that 
are constantly being added to, the 
temperature of the air at different 
elevations can be taken; aneroid 
barometer readings can be com- 
pared with those of a mercurial 
barometer up to a height of five 
miles; the electrical state of the air 
can be determined, the oxygenic 
condition of the atmosphere, the 
time of vibration of a magnet, air 
at all elevations can be collected, 
clouds studied and rate and direc- 
tion of currents noted.

what they are worth. If they amuse 
others, it does not greatly matter 
so long as their own withers are 
unwrung. Real friendship may lie 
behind comic nagging and humor- 
ous exaggeration. The London 
Punch will go on for years making 
merry at the eccentric ways of 
Americans, but when some great 
national crisis or calamity occurs 
in the United States it will drop 
its fooling and speak out with sin- 
cere feeling. It made fun of ABRA- 
HAM LINCOLN until he was assas- 
sinated, and then it instantly paid 
him a splendid tribute. In like man- 
ner the American humorists who 
have had their fling at the ways 
of British royalty fell in with the 
rest of their fellow-citizens in praise 
of King GrorGe when he lay so long 
‘on a sick bed struggling for the 
life which it was evident people in 
England held so dear. 

There is no way of stopping the 
flow of humor across the sea. It 
probably does not contain so many 
perils to Anglo-American friend- 
ship as Mr. HUGHES seems to think, 
Englishmen can take our jokes, 
even if they do not always under- 
stand them. And English humor is 
readily discounted in this country 
when it seems to have a sting 
in it. After all, at bottom what 
KIPLING called the “ ancient humor ” 
of Americans was largely derived 
from England and has its kinships 
there today. 


HERCULANEUM TODAY. 


To some men death brings fame 
which the obscurity of their lives 
hardly warrants: peoples are some- 
times remembered only because of 
their defeats; a few cities owe their 
renown to destruction. Such is the 
ancient city of Herculaneum, though 
of greater importance in its day, 
as a commercial and artistic cen- 
tre than its neighbor, Pompeii. It 
stands half way between Naples and 
Pompeii, buried in petrified ashes 
and mud since Aug. 23, 79 A. D., 


when it was obliterated by a vol-| 


canic downpour. Vesuvius smolders 
just behind Herculaneum. 

PLINY, writing to TACITUS, spoke 
of the eruption of 79: 


The houses around us were 
shaken so that the dread of a fall 
of them was great and certain. 
Then we thought to quit the vil- 
lage. The people followed in a 
panic. * * * When we had got 
clear of the town we met new 
prodigies, new terrors. For the 
carriages which we ordered out 
were tossed to and fro, even upon 
the level ground, and would not 
stay in place though supported by 
large stones. Besides, the sea ap- 
peared in a kind of eddy, and was 
driven back upon itself by the 
earthquake. The shore was en- 
larged and a number of fishes were 
left upon the beach. On the other 
side a gloomy and dreadful cloud 
rent by the unequal vibrating mo- 
tions of a fiery meteor opened in 
flames of various lengths.

Snowstorms have 
always been a fa- 
vorite spectacle in 
the theatre. They 
offer a sympatheti- 
cally dreary background for the sad 
scenes or a delightfully vivid contrast 
for the cheery fireside gathering. 
|The problem is to counterfeit the 
snow effectively. 

In the old days cotton, paper or 
mica filled the bill. The hard-hearted 
father of the melodrama who turned 
his erring daughter out of the house 
was certain to call forth a snow 
flurry of fluttering paper flakes. The 
villain who breezed in with the bliz- 
vard shook sparkling mica snow from 
hat and cloak. 

The movies have discovered a more 
modern substitute for snow. They 
use corn-flakes, made from exactly 
the same material as the breakfast 
cereals. The corn is first made into 
hominy, then flaked, cooked and 
baked. It comes out delicate, white 
and airy, such stuff as snowstorms 
are made of. It needs only the blow- 
ers to set a real blizzard going. This 
corn-snow is made by two mills, one 
in Chicago and the other in Omaha, 
out of white corn. It is so light that 
a gallon of it weighs only five 
ounces. It is economical, for it can 
be gathered up and used again.

Sculptor Suggests Means of Making 
It a Credit to the City. 
To the Editor Times: 

Union Square has been for years in 
so neglected a condition as to be con- 
vincing proof to foreigners that the 
people of New York have degen- 
erated, so far as the culture of the 
beautiful is concerned. And yet it 
could be made into one of the most 
superb squares in the world. I would 
suggest: 

1. Make of the square a formal 
garden, in the style of Le Notre. 

2. The soil being now shallow, plant 
low shrubs and flowers and grass 
lawns, bordered with low boxwood 
borders, next to the paths. 

3. Have seven red-colored, deeply 
lai? concrete paths radiating from 
“ae centre, thus dividing the park 
into seven sections. 

4. Place handsome, low, granite, 
stoutly built balustrades around these 
seven sections. 

5. Remove the Washington eques- 
trian statue to the centre of the 
square—looking down Broadway. As 
this is one of the very finest eques- 
trian groups in the world it should be 
cleaned and placed on a new and 
handsomer pedestal of *ed or pink 
polished granite, with the name of 
Washington in front. 

6. Place two or four small foun- 
tains in the square, to help cool the 
atmosphere. New York is disgrace- 
fully 
for if they do not actually cool the 
atmosphere they cool us, as running 
water always does. 

7. Place no benches in the square. 
Place handsome, strong, front-and- 
back benches, like those on the bou- 
levards of Paris, on the edge of the 
extericr sidewalks, so the pubtic 
could look at and enjoy the beauti- 
ful square, and not to litter it with 
newspapers and refuse. 

8. Remove the statue of Lincoln to 
some smaller square, clean it, repair 
the pedestal and tip the statue for- 
ward a little, since it now appears to 
be falling backward. 

9. Remove the statue of Lafayette 
to the base of the Liberty Statue, on 
Bedloe’s Island, since we have one 
statue of Lafayette, also by Bar- 
tholdi, in Morningside Park at 116th 
Street. 

10. Hold a competition of landscape 
gardeners and architects for a plan 
for reconstructing this square. 

11. Pass a law providing for build- 
ings of uniform height around the 
square. This would lend a certain 
grandeur to the square.

that all officials engaged in the ad- 
ministrative work of the govern- 
ment, except Cabinet members and 
their assistants, be selected for a 
permanent tenure of office accord- 
ing to their personal fitness and not 
through political patronage. 

The league’s meeting was held in 
conjunction with the annual meet- 
ing of the New York State Civil 


| Service Reform Association, whose 
executive committee, in its annual 
report, condemned the placing of 
disabled veterans on preference lists 
for appointments to public office and 
took Governor Roosevelt to task for 
a “disappointing record with regard 


service 


to legislation affecting the civil ser-, 


vice." 
Finds ‘‘Disgraceful’’ Condition. 


After reviewing the annual report 
of the league’s council, which de- 
nounced particularly ‘‘the barter 
and sale of Federal offices,’’ Mr« 
McAneny asserted that the condi- 
tions exposed by the Brookhart com- 
mittee, appointed by the Senate to 
investigate the appointment of pub- 
lic officers by political leaders, was 
“disgraceful to the country,’’ and 


urged that such positions be taken 
‘‘wholly from politics, removed from 
political interference of any kind 
and put under the Civil Service Comes 
mission.’’ 

“If we are going to appoint unfit 
or dishonest heads of business of- 
fices we will nullify the bodies placed 
beneath them,’’ he continued. “Im 
government bureaus, concerned with 
the continuous business of the gov- 
ernment, the rule of selection for 
political or friendly reasons should 
stop. We still go through the absurd 
process of placing a man at the head 
of an office and then telling him in 
four years he must make way for 
some one else.”’ 

Mr. McAneny said the four-year 
term laws were not consistent with 
“common sense and the dignity of 
public office’’ and proposed that ap- 
| pointments be treated as permanent. 
He urged that all appointments be 
made under the merit system, the 
| class of officials thus selected to in- 
}clude all who have nothing to do 
with the political policies of the gov- 
ernment. 
| Mr. McAneny said he believed it 
would be ‘‘greatly to the credit of 
President Hoover to have the cour- 
age to put an end to politics in ap-~ 
pointments” of all officers in the 
administrative work of the govern- 
ment below the Cabinet and its per~ 
sonnel. He saw progress in the 
| work accomplished by the league, 
| but urged the organization to ‘‘com- 
plete the reform and bring all high 
officers under the merit system.’ 

In the report of the league’s coun 
cil, read by W. W. Montgomery Jr., 
chairman of its executive committee, 
President Hoover was urged to place 
under the jurisdiction of the civil 
| service law more than 5,000 positions, 
cutside of postmasterships, that the 
now expected from the law, and to 
issue an executive order to provide 
for the appointment of the first man, 
on the eligible lists in the case of all 
postmasters, ‘‘in order effectually to 
put a stop to the barter and sale of 
Federal offices.”’ 

“Little progress has been made 
during the last decade toward includ- 
| ing thousands of administrative posi- 
tions not yet under the jurisdiction 
| of the civil service act,’’ the report 
declared. ‘‘Out of a total Federal 
civil service of almost 600,000 posi- 
tions about 137,000 are still outside 
the pale of the system—168,000 posi- 
tions, mostly postmasterships, ap- 
pointment to which is vested in the 
President subject to confirmation by 
the Senate, 116,200 positions appoint- 
' ment to which is in the hands of the 
heads of administrative departments, 
and 4,000 excepted positions in the 
Federal courts. 


Inquired Into Postmaster Jobs. 


The report cites an investigation 
made by a special committee of the 
league of the method of appointment 
of postmasters in first, second and 
third class offices throughout the 
country. The committee found, ace 
cording to the report, that postof- 
fices were filled on a partisan basis, 
although the Civil Service Commise 
sion conducted competitive examina- 
tions to establish eligible lists from 
which appointments could be made. 

‘Since the report was issued,’”’ it 
was said, ‘“‘conditions surrounding 
the appointment of postmasters has 
become worse, rather than better.’’ 

The league’s report condemns ‘‘the 
recommendations for appointments 
to public office by irresponsible and 
unscrupulous local politicians who 
are more concerned with personal 
profit than with the welfare of the 
| public and the efficient conduct of 
| public business,’’ and calls on the 
| Postmaster General to “‘ignore po- 
litical recommendations and urge the 
President to restore the rule of ap- 
pointing the candidate standing at 
the head of the eligible list.”

GOV. TOWNER KEEPS

After Talk With Hoover, He Says 


Resignation Was Rejected— 
Will Act Till the r Spring.

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Governor 
Horace M. Towner of Porto Rico an- 


nounced after a conference with 
President Hoover today that he ex- 
pected to remain at his post in San 
Juan until next Spring. The Gov- 
ernor, who has come here to make a 
periodic report on conditions in the 
island, submitted his resignation 
upon the inauguration of Mr. Hoo- 
ver, but said today that it had not 
been accepted. 

In this connection he stated that a 
delegation of Porto Ricans, consist- 
ing of President Barcelo of the Sen- 
ate, Speaker Tous Soto of the House 


in the insular Senate, would come 
here next week to request the Presi- 
dent to retain him at his post. 

Governor Towner said he had heard 
nothing of a reported movement to 
make him chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of Porto Rico upon his leaving 
the Governorship.

For the third successive day, Stock 
Exchange call-money rates held at 
14 per cent—the longest persistence 
of so high a rate that the present 
tight-money period has witnessed, 
excepting only the week in March 
which brought the 20 per cent quo- 
tation. The time-money rate simul- 
taneously advanced 4 of 1 per cent. 
On the stock market, prices moved 
with great irregularity, declines be- 
ing probably more numerous but 
many shares advancing all the way 
from 2 to 11 points. It was one of 
those markets whose variations 
seemed on the face of things to be 
explainable solely by the extent and 
tharacter of the professional specu- 
mtiv® position in one or another 
stock. ’ 

The action of prices during the 
reek to date led to a no’ Unreason- 
able belief that the bokers’ loan 
account, to be reporte: this after- 
noon, will not repeat “;e picture of 
expanding credit preit:inted in the 
preceding two weeks. I. «» faras this 
account increases or decreases purely 
in line with bortowings for specu- 
lative purposes, continuance of a call- 
money rate at this week's level would 
naturally exert a restraining influ- 
ence. Credit procured at a 14 per 
cent annual rate may be inviting if 
prices are rising rapidly and main- 
taining the advance; but a market 
which loses what it gains, or which 
holds stationary, would appear to 
make the transaction costly. 

Sterling held firm, but German 
mark exchange lost most of its re- 
cent gain. Today’s weekly Bank of 
England statement should be rather 
notable, for the Bank has taken in 
nearly $10,000,000 gold since its last 
report. The midweek steel trade 
reviews indicated little or no relaxa- 
tion in the pace of output, and a 
slight decline in new orders was off- 
set by the consideration that mill 
preduction is restricted only ‘‘by the 
searcity of crude steel.”’ 

Wheat declined fractionally again, 
touching $1.04% for the May deliv- 
ery, marking a fall of 29 cents since 
February and of 20 since the middle 
of April. It closed, however, at a 
2-cent recovery; which was certain- 
ly natural enough in view of the 
violence of the break, the uncertain- 
ties of today’s government crop es- 
timate, and the confusion which ex- 
isted yesterday at Washington in re- 
gard to the so-called ‘‘debenture 
clause’’ of the farm relief bill. It is 
evident already that, for the first 
time in at least four years, the wheat 
market is destined to occupy the 
foreground of speculative activity. 
In some regards, a speculation con- 
ducted under such conditions is con- 
siderably more interesting than what 
has been going on in the Stock Ex- 
change; for the rise or fall of wheat 
is at least a measure of a visibly 
changing economic situation, not a 
market whose course has to be ex- 
plained by the mood of speculators, 
irrespective of any real develop- 
ments. 

The fact that the fall in wheat is 
@ political influence of high impor- 
tance does not detract from this in- 
terest. When the price last reached 
the present low level, in May of 1924, 
even the result of the approaching 
Presidential election was widely be- 
lieved to be involved in its subse- 
quent variations. What happened 
afterward in 1924 was as dramatic 
an incident of politics of industry. 
With prices close to"the dollar-line, 
the American wheat crop then indi- 
cated was one of th® largest since 
the war, and the unsold surplus from 
the previous crop exceptionally large. 
In another month, however, came 
the first news of the blight which 
spread later on to the European, Ar- 
gentine and Canadian crops, even- 
tually producing outside the United 
States a yield less than that of 1923 
by 440,000,000 bushels, or 20 per 
cent. The Chicago price rose to 
$1.18 in June, to $1.40 in September 
and to $1.79 before the end of the 
year. How much this had to do with 
the absolute failure of the third- 
party ticket and with Coolidge’s vic-

Mr. William T. Woods, President, has summarised his letter to us as follows:

Thus $2,750,000 of 
new money was paid in, and the completion of this financing 
on May 1, 1929 increased the Company's capital to $2,000,000 
and its surplus to $2,644,000 and had theeffect of increasing 
the equity behind each share by approximately $3.50.

The New York Stock Exchange 
yesterday approved the listing of the 
outstanding shares of the United 
Corporation of Delaware, aggregat- 
ing 5,665,910 common and 1,756,335 
preference shares. The application 
filed by the company reveals for the 
first time the amount and value of 
its holdings in public utility systems 
of the East, marking the affiliation 


in this territory of companies with 
assets reaching $3,200,000,000. 

The application shows that the 
company has recently acquired 154,- 
000 shares, or 1.8 per cent, of the 
8.432,840 shares of the $613,500,000 
Columbia Gas and Electric Corpora- 
tion. Harold Stanley, a partner in 
J. P. Morgan & Co., is a director of 
both Columbia and United Corpora- 
tion. While Columbia is known as 
one of the great ‘‘independent”’ sys- 
tems, it is classed with the closer 
affiliates of the United Corporation, 
which are the United Gas Improve- 
ment Company, the Public Service 
Corporation of New Jersey, the Mo- 
hawk-Hudson Power Corporation, 
and the Allied Power and Light Cor- 
poration, which in turn have a num- 
ber of subsidiaries or affiliates. 


The United Corporation itself now | 


has assets with a book value exceed- 
ing $300,000,000, and its investments 
have a market value close to that 
figure. Formed only four months 
ago, it already has attained the first

J. P. Morgan & Co., Drexel & Co., 
and Bonbright & Co., who jointly 
control it.

OPEN SUIT TO REGAIN 
$44,000,000 RAILWAY. 





Original Stockholders Want the 
Mobile & Ohio, Lost After 
the Civil War. 


SOUTHERN RAILROAD LINK 





Hold Defendants Kept Alive Deben- 
tures In Order to Retain 
Voting Control. 





Three stockholders among the orig- 
inal owners who lost control of the 
Mobile & Ohio Railroad in the de- 
pression which followed the Civil 
War filed suit yesterday in the Su- 
preme Court here for the return of 
1,161 miles of track extending from 
Mobile, Ala., to East St. Louis, III., 
valued at $44,000,000. 

Heretofore the Mobile & Ohiec Rail- 
road had been reported as part of 
the 6,772-mile network of the South- 
ern Railway Company, spread from 
New Orleans to Washington, and has 


been included | at railway's total 
valuation of $ " ‘ 

The control ~ = Mobile & Ohio 
by the Southers Fa .way is now con- 
tested by George Taylor, Irving S. 
Schlesinger anc John J. Neff, who 
are original Monile & Ohio Railroad 
stockholders, residing in New York, 
whose complaint, drawn by Samuel 
P. Gilman of Gilman & Unger, 120 
Broadway, says each plaintiff 
‘brings this action in behalf of him- 
self as well as all other persons sim- 
ilarly situated.’’ 


Expected Control Back. 


The complaint traces in detail the! 
process whereby the original holders} 


of the 53,000 shares of the Mobile & 
Ohio Railroad ‘‘after a succession of 
misfortunes following the Civil War’ 
pledged their voting control as secu- 
rity for their debentures under a re- 
organization plan in 1876, with pro- 


visions for the return of their rail-'! 


> when the debentures were paid 
off. 

Their railroad has not yet been 
returned after fifty years of profit- 
able operation, the three stockhold- 
ers complain, because ‘‘the defen- 
dants and each of them intentionally 
kept alive the debentures (and sub- 
ey contrived obligations) in 
order to enable the Southern Railway 
Company to retain the voting control 
of the Mobile & Ohio Railroad Com- 


pany.’’ ‘ 
Four Defendants Named. 


Four defendants are named in the 
suit. a 

The Southern Railway Company, 
which in 1901 acquired the voting 
control that went with the outstand- 
ing debentwres and superimposed 
obligations of the Mobile & Ohio 


railroad, is named as the actual 
violator of the provisions for the 
return of the railroad to its origina! 
stockholders. 

The Mobile & Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany, now under the admitted con- 
trol of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, is a codefendant. 

The Farmers loan and Trust Com- 
pany, named likewise as codefen- 
dant, is asked to account for ‘‘its 
failure as trustee, to properly create 
and maintain the sinking fund and 
pav off the debentures.”’ 

The Guaranty Trust Company, 
which is now custodian of the long- 
pledged voting crutrol of the Mobile 
& Ohio, whi" was repledged as 
security for crtificates issued by the 
Southern Railvay Company, is named 
a defendant aid required to account 
for the earniivs and operations of 
the Mobile & “wijo since 1901. 

The complair.. in which specific 
allegations of fraud and mismanage- 
ment are made, alleges that 1,100,000 
acres out of an original grant of 
lands in Alabama, Mississippi and 
Kentucky, voted to the railroad by 
Congress in 1850, have been sold and 


the proceeds diverted, so far as the | 


plaintiffs can ascertain, from some 


other purpose than the retirement of | 


debentures, to which the trustees 
under the mortgages were specifi- 
cally directed to apply them. 
According to the complaint the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of lands were faith- 
fully deposited in the sinking fund 
for a period after the execution of 
the reorganization plan of 1876 and 
more than $1,000,000 of the deben- 
tures were retired. If the terms of 
the reorganization had been further 
complied with, the complaint main- 
tains, the records of the Mobile & 
Ohio Railroad from 1879 to 1901 show 
that the sinking fund would have 


been sufficient to retire all the de-
